blowers and hank theives than any 
other man in the country. 
Prim arily a thief-taker, Mr. Pink­ 
erton spent more than 50 years of 
his life running down criminals of 
all classes, yet 
he 
alw’ays 
stood 
ready to proffer a helping hand to 
tho unfortunate malefactor 
whose 
repentence was genuine and w'hose 
dm ire to reform was sincere. 
Knowing criminals and their m et­ 
hods, their weakness and their hu­ 
man side as perhaps, no other man 
of his time had knowrn them, Pink­ 
erton never sympathized 
with the 
theorist and the sentim entalist who 
sought to reform desperate, hunted 
men by kind words, but he did know' 
that a little help and a little en­ 
couragement at the right time and 
in the right place were frequently 
more effective than imprisonment. 
Scores of former criminals scattered 
over the country are now' living hon­ 
est and useful lives as a result of 
the reform m easure practiced by the 
arch eemy of their criminal days.

WASHINGTON, Dec. ll.—A food 
situation is confronting Germany in 
the fact of which “the most construc­ 
tive solution is the creation of a for­ 
eign commercial credit for food sup­ 
plies, permission for which is now 
being sought by the German govern­ 
ment,” Secretary 
Hoover 
declared 
last night in a letter to Representa­ 
tive Hamilton Fish, Jr., of New York, 
a member of the house foreign af­ 
fairs committee. 
The situation, Mr. Hoover wrote, 
is one of “acute 
economic 
break­ 
down,” with 20,000,000 pesons facing 
famine. 
Supplementing th e ’ communication 
with a record of a special investiga­ 
tion conducted by representatives in 
Germany of the 
commerce 
depart­ 
ment, he added that there was need 
for Germany’s importing 50,000,000 
bushels of bread grains, 700,000 tons 
of pork products and additional vege- 
able oils and dairy products. 
^Concerning the 
credit 
operation, 
which he declared would be only a 
temporary solution, 
the 
secretary 
said it “only would hot provide in­ 


creased imports, but through the do­ 
mestic sale of these imports by the 
government 
it would 
give 
back­ 
ground to the new experimental cur­ 
rency, and from such imports the 
unemployment doles and charitable 
public feeding could be conducted.”

FIGHT ON AGAINST 
LANDING OF BOOZE 


B> the Associated Tress. 
NEW YORK. Dec. ll.—Smugglers 
and dry forces today are fighting 
the second battle of Christmas off 
rum row, whit 3 New York watches. 
A score of liquor carriers, coming 
from the Bahamas and other . lints 
where distillation is lawful, have 
found themselves blocked, at least 
temporarily, from landing their sup­ 
plies in quantity by the coast guard 
cutters harassing landing 
parties 
afloat and dry forces snatching the 
liquor as soon at it touches the 
beaches. 
But rum row, although checked, 
does not concede itself defeated. It 
has deployed, until it now' stretches 
along the coast from Long Island 
far down the Jersey shore, so as to 
render the attack of 
the 
coast 
guards less concentrated and keep 
the land raiders on the jump as new 
landing places are selected. 
These land forces are what are 
keeping the smugglers most worried 
at present. 
Last year, before en­ 
forcement agents, state police and 
county detectives were as effectively 
organized, it was a relatively easy 
matter for bootleggers to 
scatter 
with their contraband liquor for the 
nearest market as soon as it once 
was landed. 
Now it is not nearly so 
easy. 
Highways and by-wavs leading in­ 
land from the wet spots on the coast 
are under constant patrol by armed 
operatives scouring the countryside 
in automobiles. 
Motor trucks get 
through now and then, but enough 
have been captured to make 
the 
bootleggers sit up and take notice. 
Action of government cutters in 
seizing the British schooner Tomoka 
and the Dutch two-stacker w'ell be­ 
yond the three mile limit has been 
followed by withdrawal of the rum 
fleet to the proposed 12 mile limit 
concerning which the United States 
is 
conducting 
treaty 
negotiations 
with Great Britain. 
This is all right for the mother 
ships, but it makes life harder for 
the small speed boats operating from 
shore. 
It is not always easy to 
find the maritime market place in 
the dark and fog.
